was shot in the left arm, the bullet 
shattering the bone.

day evening, where surgeons am putat­ 
ed his arm in an effort to save his 
life. 
Due to the g reat loss of blood, 
slight hopes are entertained for his 
recovery. 
This is claimed to be the first ac­ 
cident to occur in thi* section of the 
mountain this year. 
The 
name of 
the hunter who wounded Mr. T ar­ 
man has not been learned. 
Tarm an shortly before 
the 
acci­ 
dent occurred had shot an eight- 
pronged buck and was going through 
the bushes to claim his game, when 
the other aunter, m istaking Tarm an 
for the deer which he had brought 
down, and which the other hunter had 
seen m the bushes several 
minutes 
before, shot him. 
Other members of 
the club w'ho were nearby hurried to 
the injured m an’s side and a trip to 
the hospital was 
started.

was very weak when he arrived at 
the hospital Wednesday night.

Washington, Dec. 7.—Reduction of 
the maximum 
income 
surtax 
rate 
from the present 50 per cent to not 
more than 25 per cent and the clos­ 
ing up so far as possible of existing 
avenue of escape from Federal taxes 
are urged by Secretary Mellon in his 
annual report, transmitted Wednesday 
to Congress. 
No general revision of 
the revenue laws is proposed nor are 
additional taxes suggested, Mr. Mel­ 
lon expressing the hope of meeting 
any 
indicated 
Government 
deficit 
through collection of back taxes and 
income from other sources. 
The 
Treasury 
Secretary 
informs 
Congress that to attem pt alone to 
step the gaps through which there 
is an avoidance of tax payments to 
the Government will not bo enough 
because the existing rates of surtax 
‘Tut. such heavy pressure on 
the 
larger taxpayers to reduce their tax­ 
able incomes,” that new ones would 
surely lie found. 
He adds that the 
high rates “sound productive,” but 
that the fact remains they are becom­ 
ing increasingly ineffective and are 
yielding less and less revenue each 
year. 
To support his argument that Hie 
high surtaxes gradually are “defeat­ 
ing their own purpose.” he calls a t ­ 
tention that while net incomes of all 
classes during the period from 1910 
to 1920 increased from $6,298,577,620 
in 1916 to $23,735,629,183 in 1920. and 
the number of returns from 437,036 
in 1916 to 7,259.944 in 1920, the num­ 
ber of returns of incomes over $300.- 
000 decreased during the same period 
from 1296 in 1916 to 396 in 1920, and 
the amount of incomes over $.300,000 
from $992,972,986 in 1916 to $246,354,- 
585 in 1920. 


Sees Business Impaired 
Then bluntly he tells Congress the 
time has come to “ face the fa°ts 
squarely” and to correct the artificial 
conditions which 
now prevail 
and 
which, he asserts, are not wholesome 
from the t>oint of view of business or 
industrial development, and at the 
same time are impairing the revenues 
of the Government. 
The more important of the m eth­ 
ods used by the taxpayers to reduce 
the amount of income subject to tax ­ 
ation are lisltod by Mr. Mellon as fol­ 
lows*. 
Deduction of losses on sales of capi­ 
tal assets, with the failure to realize 
on capital gains. 
Exchanges of property and securi­ 
ties so as to avoid taxable gains. 
* Investment in tax-exempt securi­ 
ties: and 
Division of property, creation 
of 
trusts and the like. 
Some Beyond The Law 
“Not all of these things can bt' con­ 
trolled by law or by regulation,” he 
contiued, “and most of them lead to 
unnatural 
end 
frequently 
i.aimful 
economic results. 
To reach the evil 
the thing most necessary is the re­ 
duction of tho surtax rates themselves, 
in order to reduce the pressure for 
avoidance and maintain the revenues 
derived from the surtax.”
